Maintenance  of  Council  Houses  -  Repeated  visits  of  inspection  were 

paid  during  the  course  of  the  year  to  a  limited  number  of  Council 

properties  where  it  was  evident  that  proper  and- -full  use  of  the 

amenities  offered  by  modern  Council  houses  were  not  being  made  by 

toe  tenants.  It  has  to  be  admitted  frankly  that . persuasion  aiiu 

encouragement  did  little  to  effect  any  permanent  improvement  in  the 

standard  of  cleanliness  and  in  the  general  management  of  these 

houses 'and  it  is  a  sad ‘reflection  on  such  tenants. that  they  have 

not  the  good  sense  to  make  better  use  -of  the  housing  amenities 

provided  by  the  Council.
